At Their .Special Meeting iu Refer­ 
ence to a Change In the Corporate 
Xnme of JacbsoiiTllie.. 


A called meeting of 
the Town 
Council was held at the office of the 
mayor Januarj' 31st, at which the 
following were present, Hia Honor 
Mayor 
Stevenson 
in 
the • chair: 
Counoilmen Job-n D. Hammond, C. 
D. Martin, W m .H . Dean, John M. 
Crook and. A. L. Stewart—a full 
board. 
After roll call the mayor stated 
that there seemed to be a desire upon 
the part ol m any of our citizens to 
have the name of our town changed 
from Jacksonville- to-" Tredegarrand 
he had called this m eeting to have 
the matter discussed, and. to ascer­ 
tain if the council .:wanted to .take 
any steps towards giving the people 
an opportunity jof expressing ‘their 
%'iews upon the proposed change of 
name through the ballot box; If it 
did, now was the.tim e to act. 
The general discussion of the mat­ 
ter w hich followed developed the 
fact that all present were in favor of 
gettingan expression of the voters 
on the subject, and looking to that 
end Councilman Martin offered the 
following resolution:

“W h ek ea s, It is the sense, 'of the 
Town Council of Jacksonville, that 
there is an almost unanimous de­ 
sire upon the part of the people of the 
town to have passed a bill authoriz­ 
ing an election by the 
qualified

event that such a change may be 
deemed to be of advantage in the in­ 
dustrial progress' and development of 
said town, and , 
W iiereab; Said council have been 
urged to secure the passage and en­ 
actm ent of such a bill by the Legis­ 
lature now in session, and’ 
W h ebb a s, Such a bill has been 
introduced into and passed by the 
Senate of Alabama, but has not yet 
passed the H ouse; therefore, be it 
Resolved, B y said Town Council, 
that-the mayor of said town be,.and 
he is hereby requested to go to Mont­ 
gomery an(l- do what can be done to 
have said bill passed authorizing an 
election to be called by said mayor 
and Town Council, in accordance 
with the bill' now pending before the 
Senate of Alabama, authorizing a.

Now that the heavy grade on the 
Main street hill north of the Square 
has been materially lessened, so as 
to afford easy access to the present 
buslries.s part, of town from that di­ 
rection, the property-owners on De­ 
pot street should take steps towards 
putting that thoroughfare in proper 
condition for the public. I t w ill pay 
them t* take this matter in hand, 
arid that,'loo, without delay, if they 
w ant to keep abreast of the tim es, 
and induce coming immigration to 
help make the street what its position 
and natural advantages entitle it to 
be. 
It is rumored that the grading of 
Edmonds avenue on the other sido of 
the railroad, in that part of the town 
commonly known as Tredegar,. w ill 
be resumed by the Land Company; 
before long, and that as soon as the 
work is completed W yly avenue w ill 
be taken in hand, and then the cross 
streets from W ashington to N isbet 
w ill be treated to a season of plowing 
and scraping. ' As fast 'as the streets 
are graded tliey w ill be paved. 
Alexandria street has been par­ 
tially blocked of late by the work on 
the steel plant, and as soon as the 
tram road is extended through the 
proposed site for the new buildings 
of the steel company, it w ill be effec­ 
tually closed, and the public travel­ 
ing southward w ill be compeHed to 
pass one or two blocks, either to the 
east or west, in order to avoid run­ 
ning up against a stray rolling m ill 
or furnace. The Imimrtancs - of the- 
work to be done by the Steel com­ 
pany, after they are in operation, 
would not admit of' the delays' which 
would occur in consequence of their 
having three or four streets running 
between their numerous buildings. 
Stormy 
weather has m aterially 
interfered' w ith the work on 
our 
streets the past month. For example 
the grading ot 
the 
extension of 
Ladiga street near the Normal School 
was begun week before last, and 
since it was started only one day’s 
work has been done on same up to 
the present time, but the weather at 
this writing augurs w ell, and the 
resumption of work may be expected 
some tim e this week. 
Before many thousand are added 
to our populatibn there w ill be a de­ 
mand to have Driscoll street opened 
up clear through to depot. 
There is great need ot a crossing 
for teams some where on the East 
Tennessee Railroad in the vicinity of 
the planing mill. The road to the 
new quarry is being travelled more 
and more every day, and the present 
route to it via Depot street is' too 
round-about a way for a progressive 
town Íilíe Jacksonville. 
It is to be hoped that the proper 
authorities occasionally inspect the 
Main street bridge near Col. E llis’s 
residence. 
This 
ancient looking 
structure spans an ugiy chasm, and 
the party who should be so unfor­ 
tunate as to fall through it on a dark 
night, especially if he had a pair of 
Mark Twain m'ales to keep him com­ 
pany, would undoubtedly not appre­ 
ciate the graphic account of his ad­

W hile some ol oar old streets need 
repairing in order to bring them up 
to par, there is no city in Alabama, 
or the whole South, for that matter, 
that has better streets than our Park 
and Francis avenues, and we'are go­ 
ing to have more just iiko- them 
shortly.

The 
bill to better provide for a geological 
B u rv ey of the State passed the House 
to d a y by s decided iwajonty, though 
It was o p p o se d on the ground of 
ec o n o m y . The same arguments were 
OBcd a g a in s t it that were used in tlie 
S e n a te . The farmers ol the House, 
however, were not to be misled, and 
the bill p a s se d . 
A bill that attracted some atten­ 
tion passed the Senste a few days 
ago and Is now inftho House. It 
atarted as a general bill, but ia^now 
little more than a local bill, and will 
be more so when ifgets through the 
House. I allude to the hill in rela­ 
tion to liquor license. The bill ri 
quired an applicant for license to get 
a majority of the householders who 
are free holders in the preoinoi, town 
or ward of a city where license is 
asked, to sign his recommendation. 
As a general measure I supported 
the bill, but when all the important 
towns in the State nearly were 
stricken out in the Senate, with the 
prospect of many more being strick­ 
en out in the House, I took out the 
towns and cities in Calhoun. While 
willing to take “pot luck” with the 
State in this matter, I was unwill­ 
ing to accept it as a local measure. 
The bill could not apply in towns 
and country distriets where prohibi­ 
tion obtains. 
At that time the only 
place in our county to be affected one 
w a y or another by the bill w-as the 
City of Anniston. The people of An­ 
niston now are trying, by general 
consent, the experiment of high li­ 
cense.' This hill Asould have dis 
turbed that experiment without op­ 
erating to give Anniston prohibi­ 
tion. Some one or more wards of 
the city, might have granted the 
privilege while others would not.and 
the result might have been a los.s i f 
eight or ten thousand dollars of rev­ 
enue to that city and no relief to the 
< people from the eyils of the whisky 
tral&c. 
The amendment striking 
out the towns and cities in Calhoun 
did not have the effect of licensing 
the sale In incorporated towns, as the 
heading of an article in the Hot 
Blast from an Oxford gentleman 
implied. 
Being a law to regulafe 
the granting of license, it could only 
operate where the law allowed li­ 
cense to issue. From no point in the 
county has cornea word of complairt 
at 
action on my part exoej t 
from Oxford,'when the fact is', the 
bill at no point touched Oxford by a 
thousand miles. 
Oxford does nnt 
now have the power to license and 
there has been at no time the lea-. t 
danger that the Legislature wouM 
grant her that power. Her pcopte 
petitioned not to have the power lo 
license inserted in her charter biil 
now before the Legislature, and bot a 
Mr. Cooper and I bad agreed tort- 
spect that petition and the bill b:is 
been awaiting its turn for days wilh 
amendments attached by me strik­ 
ing out all in the charter that could 
confer power on the city council lo 
license. I held the bill up patiently 
awaiting a settlement of the matter 
among the people of the town, at the 
earnest request of gentlemen there, 
and then promptly complied witii 
the wishes of the people expressed c t 
their town meeting. When I acted 
as I think for the best interest of 
Anniston, subsequently, on another 
and an independent measure, I must 
confess that I was much surprised at 
receiving censure from some of tlie 
people of Oxford, and, particularly, 
some of the gentlemen whose wishes 
I had been careful to follow in the 
measure which realiy concerned Ox- 
ford; and I have been somewhat 
puzzled to know why those people 
in Oxford got excited about a matter 
that in no wise concerned them. 
Probably they act upon the idea that 
a member of the Legislature is pub­ 
lic property, to be criticised and 
abused at the pleasure of any of bis 
constituents, no matter how linrd ho 
may try to faithfully serve them. 
For my p arti do notreiisii such c.a- 
pers. Where censure is undeserved 
it should not be given ; and peopie 
ought not to be too quick to make 
public expres.sion about mcasui'cs 
which they do not in the leri^t ui;- 
derstand. 
But it always has been 
and always will be the case that the 
men who cannot make mistakes au<l 
who know it all, are left at home. 
If we could once induce them to 
come to the Legislature, ail would be 
well. 
One of the disturbing questions 
now before the Legislature is redis- 
trioting the State into Congressional 
Districts. The committee had about 
agreed on the niao districts, but tbo 
people of the Fourth District asked 
that some measure be devised to di­ 
vide that district up and this en­ 
tailed a change of the State. The 
joint caucus tonight discussed this 
matter and the committee was in­ 
structed to give this relief, if practi­ 
cable. The result, possibly, will he 
that no bill w ill be agreed upon and 
a congressman from the State at 
large w ill be elected, and the redis- 
trioting of the State will be post- 
jioned until the next meeting of the 
General Assembly when more timo 
can be had for deliberation. 
Twelve more working days are a;! 
that are left of the session, and botl' 
hnases w ill be soon Iioldinq night 


sessions, but with all thia many bills' 
will be lost. Bvory day new bills 
are iutrodueed. 
Calhoun’s repre­ 
sentatives m both Houses have in­ 
troduced about thirty-five bills and 
of these about fifteen have become 
laws, leaving about twenty yet to be 
disposed o*f. It is hardly possible, 
under the rules of the House, that 
all of these can pass, but with the 
help of “calla" promised Mr. Cooper 
by Representatives from othor coun­ 
ties who are not so heavily laden, 
the most important of these w ill be 
put through. 
Piedmont’s new charter has been 
signed by the Governor and Jack­ 
sonville’s new (iharfcer has passed 
both Houses and is now in the hands 
of the Governor. The Oxford char­ 
ter, amended as desired by the citi­ 
zens’ meeting, will be reached on the 
Senate calendar most probably to­ 
morrow, and will go to the House 
where Mr. Cooper will look after it 
and secure its passage. The Oxanna 
charter will xiass the House in the 
next two or three days and will cer­ 
tainly pass the Senate, if it gets to 
that body by even the first of next 
week. The biil to authorize Annis­ 
ton to issue school bonds is now a 
law. The bill to authorize Jackson­ 
ville to issue fifteen thousand dollars 
of imi>rovement bonds, has passed 
the Senate and is on. House calendar, 
and may pass the House to-morrow. 
There is a friendly contest over the 
“change of name” Jacksonville bill, 
in the House. 
It has passed the 
Senate. 
Citizens of Jacksonville 
differ to soma extent on this mea­ 
sure. An agreement may be reached. 
If so the bill will pass. If not there 
w ill he some doubt about it. Messrs. 
Wm. H. Dean, J, A. Gaboury, H. L. 
Stevenson, C. D. Martin and J. H. 
Caldwell of Jacksonville, are now 
here, looking after various matters of 
interest. A measure for the relief of 
Confederate soldiers will likely pass. 
A general road law has passed the 
Senate and is now in the House. It 
taxes property, as does our county 
law, to help build the roads. 
The 
House passed a bill reducing the fer­ 
tilizer tax to 25 cents a ton, and the 
Senate amended by cutting the tax 
to fifteen cents. The House did not 
accept the Senate reduction and the 
matter is now in the hands of a con­ 
ference committee. 
A good many 
members of the Legislature have the 
grippe, but there are enough well 
ones left to make a quorum iu each 
house. Mr. Cooper has had a slight 
attack of the malady, but has re­ 
mained at his seat to look after his 
'oills. 
Calhoun has never had a 
more attentive and iaithful represen­ 
tative.

—It was an Expert Jobj ahd ihs . 
Thief Secnrcd Expert’s Tinges.

Shortly after 6 o’clock last Satur­ 
day morning, as JobK Eamaguano 
was about to open the front door of 
his store on the Square, he noticed 
that it was 'unfastened. On entering 
the main store room he discovered 
that another door, leading to a rear 
room, ■which he had locked the night 
before, was ajar, and also that the 
back door of this second room was 
«pen. 
H e at once surmised that 
thieves had been helping themselves 
to his stock of groceries, but on go­ 
ing to his safe he found that it was 
the almighty dollar, and not pro­ 
visions, th at the visitors had been 
seeking. On trying the safe door It 
opened without the customary for­ 
m ality of first working the combina­ 
tion. A t a glance John saw that his 
valuables were gone. 
He at once 
sent a m an to notify Sheriff Carpen­ 
ter, and in a few minutes th a t worthy 
officer appeared on the scene, and by 
7 o’clock he had arrested two strang­ 
ers 
on 
suspicion. 
Subsequently, 
however, they were set free, as the 
sheriff had no evidence on which to 
hold them . 
For various reasons 
their names are withheld. 
They were 
carefully searched, 
and all that was found on them 
was a file, and two or three bent iron 
im plem ents such as are used by 
piano tuners. They said they were 
painters, though one of them claimed 
th a t he was a piano tuner when he 
could get work of that kind. They 
were, not frustrated in the least at 
their arrest, but took the m atter as 
coolly as did the sheriff himself. 
They came to town the evening 
before and secured lodging at John 
Porter’s, near the store th at was 
robbed. 
They claimed to have come from 
Hoke's Bluff, and said they were 
going to Anniston. After being set 
free they w ent to the depot and 
started down the railroad track for 
the latter 
place. 
On 
reaching 
W eaver’s Station, 
however, they 
weat Rcroas ilip. country, to Alex 
s.udria. H ere they tried to get a job 
of painting, offering to do about $40 
WQ.'th of work for $20. Failing in 
this they begged" their dinner and 
started down the road on their way, 
AS th e y s.aid, to Davisville, as they 
bad heard that they could get em­ 
ploym ent at the latter place. 
It 
seems ".that parties a t TVeaver’s told 
them th a t Alexandria was building 
up, and this may have accounted for 
th:eir tu n ’.ing off from the railroad 
ÍDistead of continuiug towards Annis­ 
ton. One-of the men was recognized 
b y several of our town people as be­ 
in g a painter who had formerly 
worked in Pi edmont. 


H O W IT W AS DONE. 
Our reporté!' visited the scene of 
the rjbbhSry) and concluded that it 
m ust have been done by an adept at 
the business, llhe perpetrators evi­ 
dently obtained entrance into the 
place by forcing open the front door, 
as the lock there was broken off. I t 
is most probable th a t they-then jFent 
through to the back door and opened 
it for the purpose of making their 
escape in case* they were molested 
before completing their work. There 
was little danger of this, howeyer, as 
the night was dark a;id stormy, and 
the rain was coming down In tor- 
■ents. The obj cot of the ir attack was 
a “Mosler” safe, made by Messrs. 
Moslor, Bahm ann & Co., Cl’ncinnati, 
.Ohio. I t was bought by Mr. Bamag- 
nano some ten years ago throngh H . 
H. W arner, agent, of EochesLor, N. 
Y. [W arner is the “ Safe cure’’ rnan, 
and sold money safes in eonnecL'on 
w ith his “ Safe remedies.’’! 
Its size is above the ordinary run 
of office safes, and it has two sets of 
double doors; th e " outer set is fire­ 
proof, and the inner pair is made of 
a good thick plate of steel. 
A slanting hole, about half an iach 
In diameter, was bored into one of the 
outer door-s just to the left of the 
combination dial. 
I t was so ex­ 
pertly done that it struck the arm 
that picks up the tumblers of the 
combination lock, and w hentbis ¡arm 
gave way it loosened the different 
tumblers of which the lock is co.in- 
posed, and thereby enabled th e 
thieves to work the lever that throws 
back the bolts from the sockets into 
which theyfii w hen the safe i -looked. 
On the inner door the lock was a dif­ 
ferent one, and had to be forced back 
in. order to break it off. To do this a 
hole was bored through the door, and 
an ordinary bolt inserted. In ham ­ 
mering this bolt, to force the lock, it 
broke, and another hole was bored 
along side the first one, andtbe ham ­ 
mering repeated, with the result of 
breaking the lock and thereby ro- 
ieasiiiG: the bolted doors. 
T H E LOSS. 
Mr, Ramaguano says he does not 
know the exact am ount of money 
there was in the safe at the, -time .it 


was robbed, but thinks that his loss 
Is considerably over one thousand 
dollars. He says that the evening 
before 
the robbery occurred he 
brought down from his house $850 in 
gold and put it into his safe about 8 
o’clock, intending to deposit it with 
the Tredegar National Bank the next 
morning. He seems confident that 
no one saw him put the money in the 
the safe, as at the time there was no 
one in the store. He also says that 
there was $180 In currency, and from 
$50 to $75 in silver in the safe before 
he put in the gold, so th a t his loss 
cannot be far from $1,100. 
Besides 
the money the safe contained his ac­ 
count books, two thousand dollars In 
promissory notes, and a revolver 
which had been pawned to him sea- 
eral years ago. The latter, including 
a case that contained it, was taken, 
but the books and notes were found 
stowed away under the safe, appa­ 
rently unharmed. The burglars also 
left a small package of nickels, an 
envelope containing $28 belonging to 
Bert. Crow and John Bush, and 45 
cents in change. - 
Mr. Ramagnano has been one of 
the moat upright of men in all his 
business relations and expressions of 
sympathy for him are heard on every 
side. One well known citizen says 
he will be one ..of several to offer a 
reward of one hundred dollars for the 
arrest of the burglars. 
Mr. Ramagnano says that he has 
no idea who committed the robbery, 
but that he will give two hundred 
dollars for the conviction of the 
guilty ones, and no doubt a strong 
effort will be made to apprehend 
them. 
Most of those who have seen the 
safe are of the opinion that out-of- 
town parties did the work. It was 
certainly neatly and cleverly done, 
no explosives being used and no tools 
or litter being left behind. 
POSTOFFICE V ISITED . 
I t seems th at the old postofflce 
building (the same one that the 
R e p u b l i c a n has been harping on ot 
late) aiso received a visit Friday 
night. 
About balf-past six Saturday morn­ 
ing the deputy postmistress found the 
office door open, and on going around 
b.ack of the counter she noticed that a 
small drawer containing about two 
dollars enclosed in envelopes had 
been taken from the inside of the 
safe and left on the top ot same. 
Nothing, however, was missing. The 
safe had been easily opened, as it'waa 
minus a combination, the latter hav­ 
ing been sent away for repairs. The 
robbers did not attem pt to open the 
money order drawer, or to molest 
anything else. They were hunting 
larger’gamc. 
I t Is thought by some that the par­ 
ties who committed this crime may 
have been disappointed at not secur­ 
ing booty, and so concluded to try 
their luck at Ramagnano’s store. 
This theory is partially sustained by 
the fact that the work at the latter 
place must have taken them about 
three hours, and after consuming 
that much time, and securing such a 
big “ haul,” they would hardly risk 
another venture the same night.

Altogether, the bills affecting the 
commnnitles and individuals in Cal­ 
houn are in very comfortable shape, 
and.'if all do h o t get through, the 
m ost im portant of them will. Cal­ 
houn has asked about twice as m any 
bills this session as a t any former 
session for many years, and the fact 
so m any of them have been passed is 
particularly creditable to the Repre­ 
sentative, who has had to work un­ 
der a very cumbersome and unequal 
’riSó wiiich' has' prevailed in 
his 
branch of the Xegislature. In the 
Senate It Is easier to pass bilis than 
in the House, because there are fewer 
persons in the Senate to speak and 
vote, and because the rules of the 
Senate are not so eumbensome as 
those which have prevailed in the 
House. 
Among the bills of general interest 
w hich have passed since my- last, is 
the bill which passed.the House some 
days ago, and which passed the Sen­ 
ate to-day, to la v a tax of one-halt 
m ill to create a fund for the benefit 
of máiined Confederate soldiera and 
the blind who lost their sight from 
wounds or'other cause by reason ot 
service in the Confederate army. 
This tax will raise about one hundred 
and twenty-five thousand dollar.s. 
- and w ill give the old soldiers about 
five times the amount they have been 
receiving each year. This is a good 
beginning, and the am ount will be 
increased from session to session un­ 
til it becomes sufficient to m aintain 
comfortably all the old veterans and 
widows of soldiers who m ay need it. 
The House bill providing th a t no 
soldier or soldier’s widow worth more 
than four-hundred dollars of taxable 
property could secure the benefit of 
the act. 
The- Senate raised the 
am ount to six hundred dollars, and I 
am infoBmed the House will concur 
in this amendment. I t will be seen 
th at the bill gives nothing in the 
shape of money to those already 
above w ant; but it gives comfort, in 
th a t they may have the assurance 
that, should misfortune at any time 
. overtake them and gaunt poverty 
enter their doors, the State w ill then 
take them up and care for them. To 
th a t noble old Confederate soldier 
and model farmer, Hon. W. T. Webb, 
of Tslledsga County, belongs tbe 
credit of having introduced this bill. 
■'Som cdayi itgo it looked as if the 
State would not be redistrict-ed into 
nine Congressional districts. Indeed, 
the joint committee reported against 
it; but a great popular wave of sym­ 
pathy for the old Fourth District 
■ rolled in upon the General Assembly 
and produced a great revulsion of 
feeling. 
Gallant Frank Ppf.tus, nf 
Dallas, led the movement and crys­ 
tallized popular feeling in a bill that 
swept the House like a storm. The 
Seriate, which only two days iiefore 
had tabled a sim ilar bili by a very 
large majority, ncceptod the verdict 
of the House as 
the

opposition 
to

disappeared 
magically 
W hen the bill came into the Senat-c 
yesterday it was at once referred to 
a select committee. That committee 
m et this morning and reported the 
bill to the Senate favorably, by 
unanimous vote, and it was set as a 
special order for to-morrow morning, 
when it will be passed. The positiou 
of Calhoun and Ciebume in respect 
• to the bill has all along been doubt­ 
ful and this caused no little anxiety 
to the friends of the bill, .and when 
M r. Almon,.of Cleburne, in a short 
but eloquent speech pledged Cle­ 
burne to the measure, there was 
great applause and hand-clapping: 
and, when immediately thereafter 
Mr. Copper announced in a tew well- 
chosen and thrilling words that Cal­ 
houn .would come to the rescue of 
Dallas and that his county leit her- 
seir com petent to take care of her.self 
anyw here, Uiere was another spon­ 
taneous and generous burst of ap­ 
plause throughout the House. The 
new Fourth district, us it 


after the passage of this bill, w ill bo 
composed of Cleburne, Calhoun, 
Talladega, Shelby, Chilton and Dal­ 
las. I t lies almost wholly along the 
line of the E ast Tennessee, 'Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad. 
During tlie 
discussion of the nienBnre in the 
House some rather exciting scenes 
were enacted, among them being an 
excited debate between Messrs. Lane, 
Davis of Fayette and Adams,■-■all 
members ot the Farm ers’ Alliance. 
Mr. Adams was characterized as a 
“ boycotter” by Mr. Davis aud Mr. 
Lane 
repeated the charge. 
Mr. 
Adams became very angry, aud it

Adams and Davis. There is tniich 
suppressed ill-feeling among leading 
mernbers ot the Alliance in theLegis- 
lature, growing out of the vote for 
United States Senator, and the re­ 
sult most probably will be a revolt at 
the leadership of Mr. Adams and a 
poblicatloii. Some of -the county al­ 
liances have virtually 
withdrawn 
membership from some members of 
the Legislature who voted for, Mr. 
Pugh, or Mr. Seay, or Mr. Watts, and 
these appear to think that this action 
Is in piir-suance of instructions from 
Mr. Adams. It is unfortunate for the 
order that such a state of things ex­ 
ist; but it grows out of the attem pt 
of a few men to dictate to and con­ 
trol the political action of men as 
free and as intelligent and as pa­ 
triotic as: they themselves are. It is 
to be hoped that no split in the order 
may result from the feuds engender­ 
ed among its members during this 
session; but that, harmonizing all 
its differences, it may move on to the 
grand purposes of its organization, 
which can only be beneficent,and re­ 
sult in the upbuilding of our coun­ 
try. 
L ast evening a reception was given 
at the residence of Chief Justice 
Stone commemorative of the silver 
•wedding of Judge and Mrs. Stone. 
Each has been married three times, 
and last night was the twenty-fifth 
anniversary pi their wedding. Sena­ 
tor Haralson and I went to the home 
Of the venerable couple for a short 
while to pay our respects. As they 
received congratulations of loving 
friends, they looked as happy as if 
they were just married.

Y p u pmitted the nam e of Hon. 
John D. Hammond in m y last letter 
among the visitors to the capital 
from Jacksonville. H e was here sev­ 
eral days and it was mainly owing to 
him that an agreement was reached 
and a compromise effected on the 
change of name bill.

H e '«'as only able to use his 
left arm a little, just enough to lift 
a cigarette to his mouth. 
H e ■was constantly in the saddle, 
and had to be strapped on like a bale 
of goods.

place, and in less than twenty-four 
hours you would hear of them somé 
place 100 m iles distant.

B. -Stuart, 
owner of the famous pecan groves of 
Ocean Springs, prepared the folipw- 
ing interesting paper, which" was 
read by the secretary of the associa-’ 
tiou at ita recent session in Jackson. 
The Clarioa-Ledger commends this 
interesting paper to onr readers, and 
particularly to young men trho are 
able to procure a few acres of ground 
to be planted in pecans. They can, 
after planting the nuts, go ahead and 
give attention to other things, leav­ 
ing the trees to grow. It w ill he sur­ 
prising to note how rapidly the time 
w ill pass, and certainly lir w ill W 
pleasant to contem plate that by lit­ 
tle trouble and expense one can pro­ 
vide for an alnqost certain source of 
income after the lapse of a few years. 
This is Col. Stuart’s paper: 
“ W hatever m ay be said of forest 
trees for shade, shelter and orna­ 
ment, I eonfess to a- special regard 
for the nut bearers. 
“Pecan culture is m y hobby. 
I 
know nothing practically about nut- 
bearing trees in'goneral. I have had 
some experienbe in pecan culture, 
but do not know it all by. a great 
deal. 1 do know that pecan culture 
is the safest and best investm ent in 
all our land. "When I was fifty-six, 
I bought the largest and best paper- 
shell pecans I could find, paying $1 
per pound lor them , and planted' the 
nuts. W hen sixty-eight, I got Í305; 
when sixty-nine, I received $700 to 
$800,. This yea'r I was ee'Venty on the 
18th of November, and I -wiH get 
$1,500 to .$2,000 from the sale of m y 
young trees and nuts. One tree gave 
me two years ago 117 pounds, which 
I sold for $117. Last year I got only 
eight nuts' from the same tree. This 
year I w ill get about 150 .pounds. 
Pecans have off years. A planter 
putting out 500 trees in a grove ought 
to plant 100 trees every year, then he 
w ill have plenty of pecans-every 
year. Every species of nuts, acorns, 
pecans, hickory nuts, etc., should be 
planted as soon as possible after fully 
ripe and matured; kept too long 
they become dry, 
“In planting pecans it is •wisdom 
to select such varieties os are-'iruit- 
Ttrr," lai

“The subject of pecan gtow!!" 
Is 
becoming vastly interesting all over 
the Gulf States, for gro'wlngtbo very 
hard-sheU, and paper-shell pecan Is 
a very profitable business. In rais­ 
ing the valuable nuts to supply the 
markets of the "ivorld, the point is to 
make no mistake in tbe beginning. 
Plant trees produced only from large 
choice seed. There is no need td 
emigrate to California If we desire to 
grow nuts. "We have a variety In­ 
digenous to the M ississippi VaUey; 
which w ill always sell for more pet 
pound than the EngUsh walnut, and 
it is much superior in all respecta 
to the later. (I need not tell you 
that I allude to the pecan.) A grove 
of pecans w ill cost less and bring 
'much better returns than the-walnut. 
The demand for the former is : in­ 
creasing every year. 
“Be.sides, there can. be no danger 
of overstocking the market for years 
and years as England, France and 
Europe generally know as yet little 
about the pecan. 
“ The 
extinction 
of o'ar nati'Ve 
groves is only a question of tim e aa 
there is' no special protection sfi-ven 
them. 
The nut gatherers destroy 
hundreds of them every fall cutting 
them down in order to obtain the 
nuts more easily. 
vVhat vandalism! 
advise our young men to plant 
pecans. 
“The young tree should be set at 
least 40, 50 or even 60x60 feet If the 
land is-very rich. 
The trees m ust be worked and 
kept clean for five or sis years. They 
should be forced and kept growing 
when cultivating your crops. . You 
work and care for your trees in this 
way and you w ill have in ton years 
from seed a good paying pecan grove, 
and then w hat a pasture , you -will 
have for your Jersey cattle. 
“ A n old Creole tradition .eomes to 
me through one of the most cultarcd 
men la M ississippi. H e got it from 
an old Frenchman.

than any other previous Legislature 
has done. Both of us have worked 
untiringly, and with the single pur­ 
pose to benefit the people, we repre­ 
sent. The future alone can tell. It 
is'not to be expected that everybody 
w ill be pleased with the results of 
the legislation of this session. 
That 
could jio t happen unless all men 
were biiilt alike. 
B ut it is little 
ehongii to ask of the people th at they 
ascribe good moUves to their repre- 
aentativesi espeoialy when every con- 
8Íderacion;Of interest m ust prompt a 
r.epresentative .to benefit and not in­ 
jure...the, people who have trusted 
h im ‘and honored him by election. 
This mueh,. I think, will be accorded 
by.all rigbt-thinking people in Cal­ 
houn. Of course there wiU besóme 
illiberal and prejudiced people who 
wUl not, but these, thank heaven, 
are few in old Calhoun, and they 
don’t count for much. 
The brave, 
the just, the tolerant classes largely 
predominate in our county, and that 
la why I love it and would make any 
sacrifice for its welfare. 
. The House passed a bill some days 
ago, appropriating ten thousand dol­ 
lars to complete the Confederate 
monument.

to die in-the House. I have,, talked 
to several of'the mos*^^ ialliential of 
the Representatives r.ii l-they do not 
think the bill will he called up to­ 
morrow. 
In that event Alabama 
will have to depend on private sub­ 
scription for suitable representation, 
and that is a very uncertain thing to 
rely on. 
The Oxford charter has passed 
both houses, with liquor left out of 
it, as was requested by the citizens’ 
meeting. Those gentlemen in that 
town who have-been so apprehen­ 
sive that the Legislature was golug 
to put liquor on them against their 
wishes may now bo able to get a 
good night’s rest. The Oxanna char­ 
ier has also passed and that has li­ 
quor in it just as the eity council 
wanted, and presumably as the peo- 
of the town wanted it, for hot one 
single protest was received here 
against the bill as sent down by the 
council. The same may be said of 
Jacksonville. 
The power is given 
the city council of each to license or 
prohibit as they choose. 
As tbe li­ 
quor question of Calhoun has always 
been treated as one of local option, 
those of us here, representing these 
communities, did not feel free to op­ 
pose the requests preferred by the 
constituted authorities, in the ab- 
seuee of any objection on the part of 
tiie people, especially when due and 
ample notice was given through the 
R e p u b l ic a n that all these charters 
bad such a clause and that they 
would pass with or w ithout such 
clause just as the several communi­ 
ties preferred. 
Mayor Thomason, of Oxford, came 
down Saturday and remained until 
Monday night, when he returned 
home. 
Lest some of tbe aforesaid 
highly nervous parties of bis town 
may jum p to. the conclusion that he 
came here to conspire in regard to 
the charter of his town, I will say 
that he was here on a visit to a sick 
uncle and did not seem to be the 
least concerned about the charter 
bill one way or the other. Among 
the bills which passed the House 
Monday night was Senate bill to se­ 
cure a better assessment of property 
in Anniston.

These lobbyists 
were so persistent in button-holing 
Senators and plying them w ith argu­ 
ments why the biii ol.ould not pass, 
that the . Senate enforced the rule 
and put them outside the doors .and 
excluded them from the chamber. 
I have beard a great deal from these 
gentlemen on this subject, but I am 
still of the opinion th at the men who 
toil in the deep bowels of the earth 
am id-foul air. and dangerous sur­ 
roundings ijeed -and should receive 
the'proteoting care of the State, and 
I shaU vote gladly for their bill and 
contribute m y humble part to secure 
its passage. It is only astonishing 
th a t the miners are so moderate in 
their demands.

Mr. Julien W alker, the talented

wealth and glory of the State. These 
men had been promised legislation of 
this character if they would vote the 
Democratic ticket in the recent elec­ 
tions, and it was to carry out these 
pledges as well as because humanity 
prompted it that the bill they asked 
for was passed: 
The Senate to-day, by a vote of 22 
yeas to G nays, passed the minin 
law bill as it passed the House, and 
when these lines are put in type that 
famous measure will be the law of 
(he land.

Senator 
Milner staked ail his influence and

Gesrge fT. Tmltt Says It Is the SaUa- 
tlon ofUieConntry—tacit of Labor. 
Makes it a Necessity. 


Mr. Geo. W. Truitt isa successful 
farmer on the intensive plan, as ev­ 
ery body knowa who has been to ’the 
Peidm ont. Exposition for the last 
year or so, Last fail he aud , Mrs. 
Truitt carried pflf several thousand 
dollars Iq prizes for their displays— 
Mr. Truitt in the products of the 
farm and Mrs. Truitt In a'multitude 
of exhibits of the housewife's skill. 
The picturesque plaritatlon cabin, 
surrounded by a real cotton patch, 
which attracted so much attention at 
the pre-vions exposition, was Mr. 
Truitt’s conceit. 
' 
The point of this article is the re­ 
naissance of Intensive farming. A 
dozen years ago it was much talked 
of, and the Hon. Farris Furman, its 
«Iiostle, stirred up a great deal of 
enthusiasm for the new culture. 
Since then the idea has been quietly 
butstesdily growing. Each year has 
raised up some new advocate ol ‘ the 
system and in some counties it has 
keen extensively adopted. 
The scarcity of labor has now made 
intensive farming a pressing ques­ 
tion. I t has almost some to be a ne­ 
cessity. , The migartiqn. of the ne­ 
groes within the last two years has, 
in many instances, left the planters 
with a large crop In the field and no­ 
body to harvest it. This has caused 
loss and , has forced the owners of 
land to consider. means of culture 
with fewer hands. Happily it has 
been found,, and found tobe much 
more profitable than the old -way. 
l,Mr. Truitt says it will be the salva­ 
tion of the country, and he has come 
to the conclusion through experience. 
At the request of the C o n s t it d - 
TloN, Mr. Truitt gives a description 
of the method which, in his pointed 
words, "brings contentment and hap­ 
piness.” 
Hare is what he says: 
"There ia no questisn in the minds 
of observing people that we are drift­ 
ing to the small lariS. In fact, our 
labor is so dlsorganizea and. unrell- 
able that the day of profit on the 
pUntailoQ is gone, except in rare in- 
eiancea -where the owner is a man of 
exeeptionaiiy e'.xeoutive ability, and 
has reduced all his operations down 
to the most economic business sys­ 
tem. 
By herd work and constant, unre­ 
mitting attention to details, I have 
succeeded in bringing average poor 
land up to where it averages a bale 
to the acre. Of course some land 
produces more thaa other. On eighty 
acres of my individual «rop last year 
I 
made 104 bales, averaging 470 
pounds per bale. On seventy acres 
my tenants made forty-six bales, or 
oulo» acres of land 150-bales of cot­ 
ton. This is a plain statement of a 
single fact. As to how I do this: 
“First, I break about one-half of 
my land with a two horse plow, al­ 
ternating each year, plowing very 
deep. The other half I bed with 
square-pointed scooters. 
“I lay off my rows four feet wide, 
running a scooter ia front and a John­ 
son wing the opposite direction in 
the same furrow. In that furrow I 
place the cotton seed for fertilizer 
as early after Christmas as possible, 
forty bushels to the acre. About the 
10th or 15th of March I put on top 
of these seed 400 pounds of acid per 
acre I find the heavy raius wash 
the sand into the furrows and mix 
it thoroughly with the seed, -which Is 
very beneficial. Then bed flat with 
square-pointed scooter. Wlren the 
cotton seed cannot be had, I use 500 
pounds of gosaypium per acre jast 
before planting. On my thirsty land 
run a subsoil plow over the fertil­ 
izer, in order 'to mix it thoroughly 
with the soil. 
"On my bottom land I put l,OCfi 
pounds of fertilizer per acre, In the 
drill and t-Wo list furrows, and mix it 
•well -with the soil. ,With the plant­ 
ing seed I put 250 pounds addiUonal. 
From the 11th of May to the 20th of 
Juné I broadcast 750 pounds per acre 
ahead of the plo-ws. On bottom land 
1 use a mould board, making the beds 
a little higher than on the upland. 
Before planting I ron a Thomas 
harrOTV aeeross the beds ahead of tie 
planter, which destroys the early 


the first time, a twenty-foor inch 
scrape, very flat, plo-wing up to the 
trs t of August. 
“On my bottom land ! make the 
rows five feet apart, and bring the 
stand down to four feet between hills 
by'taking a 24 inch scraps and ■ run­ 
ning two furrows across the rows, 
leaving & belt of three inches to form 
the stand. This enables me to plow 
both -ways, leaving but little work to 
the hoes. This is better than drop­ 
ping in the check and insures a bet­ 
ter stand. 
“I find that from the 29th of March 
to the 10th of April is tho best time 
to plant, cotton. 
'‘I have improved my seed from 
year to year from' the best stalks, un­ 
til now my cotton Is a t least 100 per 
cent better than it was eight years 
ago, when I began, improving it. 
" li^ e my stable manure by Itselj. 
to a-voiS 'h&uling heavy compost loads, 
" I do .not know t ^ t l could im- 
prcyo; on that plan, even reducing 
my o^rations to one-fourth the laud 
I now cultivate. I do knotr that a 
man can-ÍKt¡^e twenty acres pay big 
money by building it up for all it is 
worfh by,fertilizing with peas ■ in the 
spring and rye in the fall—turned un­ 
der and notcut at all—I follow the 
next year with cotton; As an exam­ 
ple of this, three years ago I had a 
tenant who made twelve bales on 
twenty acres of land. The following 
year that land was sowed in peas in 
the spring and rye is the fall, and 
last year it made twenty bales of 
cotton. 
“To get the best results from twen­ 
ty acfes m «otton; starting at ordina­ 
ry, worn out farm land, the first 
thing to be done is to thoroughly ter­ 
race tho land, in order that there will' 
be ho waste from .■washing. The | ter­ 
races must be made strong and on a 
level. When so iqade they will not 
be any trouble after the second year; 
then prepare and fertilize as above. 
Deen plowing in the preparation of 
land is essential. After ,the .plant is 
up, of course the shallower the culti­ 
vation the better. About the 20th of 
July the cotton should all be topped, 
as that makes it mature earlier and 
often save.s much damage from the 
caterpiller. Most people wait too late 
to top their cotton and consequently 
fail to get the real benefit from the 
operation. 
The salvation of this country rests 
on the intensive system of farming, 
amallácreaqe, high.fertilization.-and 
thorough and rapid ■working of -the 
crop means profit to the farmer, 
whereas the old system means a con­ 
tinued struggle anda miserable hand 
to'-mouth existence. The one system 
brings contentment and happiness, 
the other only trial, hardship and 
discontent.” G e o . W. T bditt.

At the late session of the Legisla­ 
ture the House passed a bill to re­ 
duce the tax on fertilizers from fifty 
cents to twenty five cents a ton. 
When the bill came to the Senate 
that body amended the bill by reduc­ 
ing the tax to fifteen cents on the 
ton. The House did not consent to 
this and the Senate receded from its 
amendment and agreed to tlie bil! 
fixing the tax at twenty live cents 
W hen the enrolling and engrossing 
clerk of the House enrolled the bill 
for the signature of the Governor he 
took it for granted that the amend­ 
ment of the Senate bad been concurr­ 
ed in by the House, and, wrote in fif­ 
teen cents -where he ought to have 
written twenty-five cents. The er- 
rorw as not discovered until after the 
adjournment of the legislature. 
The 
error makes the act void, and the tax 
w ill remain as it is until the next 
meeting of the Legislature. There Is 
already more money in the treasury 
to the credit to the fertilizer tax 
fund than there is any use for, and 
the error is to be greatly regretted.

To regulate the apportionment of 
the school fund in this State by the 
Superintendent of Education. 
Section 1. 
Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of Alabama, That 
hereafter it shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of Education to ap­ 
portion the school fund to the various 
townships and school districts. 
Section 2. That in lieu of Township 
Superintendents, the County Super­ 
intendent shall appoint under this 
law throe (3) Township Trustees ivho 
shall be freeholders and household 
ers, residents in the township for 
which they are appointed. 
Section 3. That the county super­ 
intendent of education, as soon as be 
receives the annual apportionment 
of the educat ional fund to his county 
shall forthwith notify the trustees 
each township or school district 
the amount apportioned to tho town­ 
ship or district. 
Section 4. That the township trus­ 
tees when they established the school 
in their township, as now provided 
by law shall apportion to each school, 
so established, such an amount of 
the public school revenue apportion­ 
ed to the township for the currant 
scholastic year, as tlioy may deem 
just and equitable, and for the equal 
benefit of the children, between the 
ages of seven and twenty-one years 
of age. They shall determine the 
number and what children shall be 
transferred, as they may deem just 
and equitable. 
Section .0. That all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict with this act, be, 
and the same are. hereby repealed.
